PHILADELPHIA, June 24. 


T was 153 years ago last month 
that another convention gathered 
here in Philadelphia. Those dele- 
gates were charged with drafting a 
constitution for the United States. 
A few earnest leaders were trying 
to coerce the quarreling states into 
forming a national union. Europe 
was in upheaval. Repeatedly that 
convention adjourned until reason 
and common sense could catch up 
with the times. Today’s convention 
cannot fall back on such a simple 
expedient. For one thing, accord- 
ing to optimistic estimates in the 
Philadelphia papers, this conven- 
tion will spend up to $12,000,000 in 
the five or six days it is here. And 
you can’t adjourn $12,000,000.

Violates 1917 Law. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt called a halt 
today on negotiations for sale of 
20 swift “mosquito boats” to the 
British. 

A White Houes statement said 
the President had decided to stop 
the negotiations as soon as he 
had received an informal opinion 
from Attorney-General Robert H. 
Jackson that transfer of the mo- 
tored torpedo boats by an Ameri- 
can builder to a belligerent Gov- 
ernment apparently was prohibited 
by an act of 1917. 

Arrangements had been made, 
tentatively, under which 20 motor 
torpedo vessels being built by the 
Electric Boat Co., for the United 
States Navy would have been re- 
tained by the builder for sale to 
the British Government, with the 
United States taking delivery later 
on improved vessels of a similar 


type.

ITALY USES TACT 
TOWARD FRANCE 


Confident England Has 

Little Chance of Organiz- 
ing Separatist Move in 
' Morocco and Syria.

ROME, June 24. — In imposing 


peace terms on France today, Pre- 
mier Mussolini enjoys the greatest 
triumph in 17 years of Fascism and 


the expectation that, by reason of 


these conditions, he and Reich- 
fuehrer Hitler will shortly be able 
to dismember the British Empire. 

For, while Hitler occupies the 
north of France, thus assuring an 
arsenal and bases against England, 
the Axis allies take over the French 
navy, according to the _ reported 
armistice terms, and bid for control 
of France’s African Empire. 

Italy is concentrating its diplom- 
acy toward the isolation of the 
French colonies and the neutraliza- 
tion of Egypt, Turkey, Greece and 
Rumania—the countries on which 
Great Britain’s war efforts in the 
Mediterranean depend. 

About Face by Stalin. 

The strength of the Axis is re- 
flected in the quick about face of 
Josef V. Stalin. The Russian dic- 
tator, after bidding for Bessarabia 
and attempting negotiations with 
Turkey, has had to deny any such 
intentions and to toe the mark for 
Hitler—the surest sign to the Itali- 
ans that the Soviet recognizes Brit- 
ain’s plight. 

The Italians, confident in this 
moment of Axis triumph, fee] that 
Britain has little chance of organiz- 
ing a separatist movement by 
French patriots who would con- 
tinue the struggle in Morocco and 
Syria. The Italians, moreover, are 
displaying remarkable tact toward 
French sensibilities and create a 
deliberate contrast with Prime 
Minister Churchill’s condemnation. 
Having fought no real battle with 
the French, the Italians spared 
them every unnecessary humilia- 
tion in the discussion and signing 
of the armistice here. 

Instead of the dramatic railway 
car in the forest of Compiegne, the 


French were given a secluded villa| : J 
20 miles from Rome and their! *' 


rendezvous took place with both 
the public and the press shut out. 

The Germans confronted ~-the 
French with Hitler in person, but 
at 7:30 o'clock last night, the Itail- 

ian tef¥ms were handed the mis- 
sion by Count Galeazzo Ciano, 
Italy’s foreign minister; Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio, commander-in- 
chief of the Italian forces and the 
chiefs of the general staffs of the 
‘army, navy and air forces. Mus- 
solini was not present. 
Irony for Badoglio. 

The occasion must have been 

grimly ironical to Marshal Bado- 
glio, as the aged soldier began the 
reading of the terms, grew breath- 
less and handed the paper to an 
assistant chief of staff to finish. 
In the World War, Badoglio was in 
command of an Italian army brig- 
aded in France with French 
troops. He holds many French 
decorations for his gallantry as an 
ally. 
‘ While the French plenipoten- 
tiaries were arriving in three Ger- 
man transport planes yesterday, es-| 
corted by German officers, the Ital- 
fans began the confiscation of 
French Government property: The 
beautiful Villa Medici and its gar- 
dens were the first spoils of war. 

The French Academy, founded by | 
Louis XIV, has been housed in the/ 
Villa Medici since 1666. Standing) 
above the famous Spanish steps, 

_ the villa is surrounded by the most 
beautiful gardens in Rome _ and 
commands a view of the whole city. 

U. S. Embassy Surrenders Villa. 

The villa and other French prop- 
erty had been entrusted to the 
American Embassy by the French 
Government, but when the Italians 
notified the Americans formally of 
the sequestration, no protest could 
be made’since Italy, as most coun- 
tries, never signed the special pro- 
tocol] of The Hague agreement of 
1907. David Williamson, first sec- 
retary of the American Embassy, 
who has been in charge of French 
interests, broke the seals and sur- 
rendered the Villa Medici to the 
Governor of Rome and Officials 
of the Foreign Office at noon yes- 
terday. 

It is believed that this is the first 
step in the recovery of other prop- 
erties of great beauty and histor- 
ical value which have long been in 
possession of the French. The 
French Embassy, for instance, has 
been housed in the Palazzo Farnese. 
Built by Michelangelo, it is an ex- 
ample of Renaissance architecture 
at its best. Its walls are covered 
with tapestries by Rubens and oth- 
er art treasures and many critics 
have felt that it is the most beau- 

tifu] building, not merely in Rome, 
but in the world.

U. S, SHIFTS ENVOY BIDDLE 
FROM BORDEAUX TO LONDON 


“Contact Man” With French to Re- 
sume Polish Mission; Bullitt Re- 
mains as Ambassador. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP). 
— Secretary of State Hull an- 
nounced today that Anthony J. 
Drexel Biddle, Ambassador to Po- 
land and the Government’s chief 
contact with the French Govern- 
ment at Bordeaux, had been direct- 
ed to go to London and resume his 
duties as representative to the ex- 
iled Polish Government.

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The Bulgarian 
Treatment of 
Palsy Cases

HAT is the Bulgarian treat- 
ment for palsy? 


‘ 
The great epidemic of influ- 
enza of 1918 had following in its 
wake a group of very distressing 
cases which were popularly called 
“sleeping sickness” but which were 
known technically as “encepha- 
litis.” It often happened that as a 
patient was recovering from this, 
he had the complication of palsy 
or uncontrollable tremors. Many 
remedies were tried; none very suc- 
cessful. 
‘In 1926, Ivan Raeff, a plant col- 
lector in the Bulgarian village of 
Chipka, found that he was able to 
treat some of the victims of this 
worldwide epidemic successfully 
with belladonna root. He achieved 
considerable fame throughout Eu- 
rope, so much so that the Queen 
of Italy became interested in his 
work and in 1935 established a 
special hospital for this disease in 
Rome. Here the treatment was 
studied carefully by expert nerve 
specialists and pharmacologists. 
It was put on a more scientifc 
basis and has undoubtedly been 
very successful in the treatment 
of this distressing condition. A 
hospital was opened in Germany 
in 1937 to be used exclusively as 
a center for this treatment. 


One case of which I heard was 
of a minister who had the condi- 
tion for more than 10 years, but 
after two weeks’ trial of the Bul- 
garian belladonna root treatment, 
he said to his doctor, “Doctor, I 
believe you have something there.” 

Patients must not be encouraged 
to expect a complete cure but if 
they are relieved from the agony 
of the constant twitching of their 
muscless and the sleeplessness, the 
treatment is worth while.

Why Is It Called Coney Island? 


Under its Indian name, Narioch, 
meaning “a point of land,” nobody 
would recognize this world-re- 
nowned five miles of summer resort.

York City visitor, Coney Island, 
not so long ago, was a marshy 
waste of weeds, scrub and rabbits— 
which last, though there is not a 
single one to be seen throughout 
the length and breadth of this mam- 
moth amusement area, may be re- 
sponsible for its present name, after 
the Dutch word for our bunny, kon- 
yen, or an old English name for 
it, coney. 


Efforts along all logical avenues 
of research reveal a number of 
other likely roots from which 
stemmed the first usage of the 
name Coney.
